WASHINGTON I* — Ohio’s two 


senators have let it be known they 


intend to have a major hand in 
determining who gets important 


federal jobs in Ohio under the new 


Republican administration. 


Letters have 
gone out 
from 


Sens. Robert A. Taft and John 
W. Bricker to GOP county chair­ 


men, outlining the procedure for 
handling federal job patronage. 


The offices of Ohio Republican 
congressmen have been deluged 
with requests for jobs from party 
members in the state. 
Taft and Bricker said in their 
joint letters that all applications 
must first be presented for approv­

The tragic international year of 1952 


finds men of many nations at war in the 
bitter cold of divided Korea. It is a war 
which the Western world did not choose.

proposition. Those who practise the inva­ 
sion of other lands by arm ed force be­ 
com e rulers of nations instead of occu­ 
pants of cells. 
The world is sick of its unending wars. 
It cries aloud at this Christmas season 
for “Peace on Earth, Good Will To Men.” 
When will this lesson of humanity pene­ 
trate the minds of men? When will all 
of us, in high places as in low, decide 
that life is better than death for our 
children? 
Will there be another Christmas in Ko­ 
rea for our boys and the boys of other 
nations as well? On the answer to this 
question m ay depend the future of civil­ 
ization upon the entire earth. If we do 
not solve this problem, the atom ic era 


could mean only the end of man s his­ 
tory on our planet. 


The Week Before 
For m any this is the happiest, most ex­ 
citing week of the year. For som e it is 
only the weary windup of an ordeal that 
cannot end too soon for them. 
At the top of the list of the latter put 
department store sales forces and postal 
workers, and after them delivery men, 
bus drivers and in cities the traffic po­ 
licem en. Among them aching backs and 
burning feet are widespread afflictions 
Sure, they’re all paid for their work, 
but they’re human and all human beings 
get tired, especially after a long period 
of pressure. When fatigued som e cannot 
help reaching the point where a brusque 
answer com es easier than a sm ile. This 
is a week requiring forebearance and un­ 
derstanding for those who have been sore 
beset. 
They have been patient

have m ade wonderful new discov­ 
eries, but m any of these have 
draw backs. Some treat rn e n t s 
which relieve pain and swelling 
also bring certain complications 


Two n e w l y discovered hor 
mones, AUTH and cortisone, have 
definitely proved helpful to peo­ 
ple 
suffering from 
rheum atoid 
arthritis. This type of arthritis 
is due to an infection, and brings 
redness, swelling, and crippling 
of the joints, usually accompanied 
by fever. 


Undesirable Com plications 


However, 
if these drugs are 
used in the wrong way, for a long 
time, they m ay bring on a form 
of diabetes. They can also cause 
a person to retain salt within his 
body, whiehh leads to an excess of 
fluid in the body, 
a condition 
known as edem a 
These drugs 
m ay also cause a rise in blood 
pressure and m ental changes. 
To 
avoid 
these 
undesirable 


complications, doctors have been 
trying out a 
newly discovered 
form of cortisone, known as com 
pound F, or hydrocortisone. 


Instead 
of 
being 
taken 
by 
mouth or injected into the mus- 
when arthritis affects one or a 
d e s , this new drug is injected 
into the space between the bones 
of the diseased joint. Thus, it 
acts directly on the joint affected 
by the arthritis. 
This drug is especially valuable 
when arthritis affects one or a 
few joints, not m any joints. The 
treatm en t prom ptly relieves dis­ 
tress in the p a rticu la r joint, and 
som e persons are relieved for a 
long period of time 
In others, 
relief lasts from a few days t o 
several weeks. 


Good Im provem ent 


M any patients who do not r e ­ 
spond even to heavy doses of 
AUTH or cortisone injected into 
a muscle or vein, show good im ­ 
provem ent from small injections 
of hydrocortisone into the joints 
Certain cases of osteo or degen 
erative arthritis are also helped 
by this form of treatm ent. 
We must re m e m b e r that ths

We are a nation that has bern 
generous to our friends and even 
to our foes 
We have created 
a great productive capacity which 
in two w ars and in the periods

cause us to lose our sense of n a ­ 
tionality
